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PROFITABLE  DUCKS.

|MON'U  the  nitwt  pruatabli'  brepda  of  ducks  are  Pekin,  Ayleabury,  Ilouen, 
Cayuga,  Indian  Runners  (white,  fawn,  and  iiencilled),  and  Orpington 
(Buff  and  Blue).  There  are  besides  several  other  standard  varletiea, 
more  or  less  popular. 

The  first  four  mentioned  are  larger  ducks  than  the  others,  and  are 
what  may  be  termed  geiieral-purimse  ducks.    The  Indian  Runners  are 
noted  more  for  egg-producing  qualities  than  meat.    The  Orpingtons  are  midway  In 
weight  between  the  Runners  and  Peklns. 

The  standard  weights  are:  Pckln.  drake  0  lb.,  duck  8  lb.;  Aylesbury,  drake 
0  lb.,  duck  8  lb. ;  Rouen,  drake  0  lb.,  duck  8  lb. ;  Cayuga,  drake  8  lb.,  duck  7  lb. ; 
Indian  Runner,  drake  4H  lb.,  duck  4  lb. 

The  PekIn  and  Aylesbury  are  of  white  plumage;  the  Rouen  approximates  the 
wild  mallard  In  colour ;  Cuyuga  a  lustrous  greenish-blhck,  and  the  rest  as  designated 
above. 

For  market  purposes  the  Pekius  are  more  extensively  used  than  any  other  breed. 
They  are  quick  maturing,  somewhat  timid,  good  layers,  and  withal  very  profitable. 
They  are  sometimes  used  In  the  British  Isles  for  crossing  with  the  Aylesbury. 
Although  the  Aylesburys  are  the  popular  market  ducks  there,  the  Peklns  are  gradu- 
ally ousting  them.    Their  eggs  are  white-shelled. 

The  Aylesbury  duck  Is  very  similar  to  the  PekIn,  the  difference  being  in  carriage 
of  body,  colour  of  flesh  and  bill.  In  the  Pekin  the  bird  stands  more  erect,  tho  flesh 
is  yellow,  and  the  plumage  of  a  creamy  cast.  Whereas  In  the  Aylesbury  the  plumage 
is  or  should  be  pure  white,  llkcwliie  the  flesh.  Probably  one  of  the  reasons  why  the 
Aylesburys  are  not  very  numerous  In  this  country  is  due  to  the  fact  that  very  few 
utility  specimens  have  been  Imported.  The  show  specimens  seen  are  too  massive  to 
compare  favourably  wHh  the  utility  Pekias  for  market  purposes.  They  are  layers 
of  white  and  sometimes  greenish-white  eggs. 

The  Cayuga  duck  has  splendid  market  qualities,  its  only  drawback  being  its 
black  plumage  and  pln-'eathers.  As  compared  with  PekIn,  Rouen,  or  Aylesbury  for 
breast-development,  it  j  ■  'ar  superior.  Its  flesh  is  as  white  as  that  of  the  Aylesbury, 
and  although  it  does  i  grow  so  large  as  the  former,  It  Is  of  sufllclent  size  to  meet 
market  requirements.  The  colour  of  egg-shells  Is  dark  green,  and  on  rare  occasions 
some  specimens  will  lay  a  black  egg. 

The  Rouen  Is  a  good  breed,  and  probably  less  timid  than  any  of  the  other  breeds. 
Whilst  of  good  sUte,  It  is  slower  to  mature  than  the  Pekin,  Aylesbury,  or  Cayuga. 
Owing  to  Its  parti-coloured  plumage  It  is  not  so  presentable  when  dressed  as  the 
white  breeds.    Colour  of  egg-shells  pale  green.

The  OrpliiKton  duck  niJKht  he  llkenwl  to  the  Wyandotte.  Mke  that  fowl,  they 
are  ««X(c!lent  layern,  preoentaltle  when  drewied,  and  nil«hl  be  t«'rnied  a  new  breed; 
they  are  rnphlly  coming  to  the  front.

linckH  may  Ix-  kept  pr«.llt;ibly  in  any  He<'tlon  of  the  I'rovliic...  and  do  not  need 
Bwlnmilngwater.  Jiint  aM  grMxl  fertility  has  U-en  Hccurcd  frf.ni  breedlnR  ducks  which 
have  not  tieen  allowed  access  to  water  for  swIinniliiR  pur|M)ses  as  from  those  that 
have.  The  advantages  are  all  In  the  former's  favour,  for  unless  a  running  Htream 
can  be  utilized,  water  «u|.plled  In  artlfldal  i«md»  or  tubii  beoonie«  so  stagnant  and 
nithy  In  a  few  days  that  i|ulte  a  b.t  of  labour  Is  entailed  In  providing  water  clean 
and  fresh. 

Very  little  e<iHipment  Is  nw<le<1.  The  cheai«fit  kind  of  shelter  Is  sulBclent  for 
any  l)ree<l  of  dncks  over  sH  or  eight  weeks  of  age.  Clean  dry  .pnirters,  plenty  of 
ventilation,  freedom  from  vermin,  roomy  runs,  and  g»>od  drainage  Is  ail  that  Is 
neeih-d. 

MATING  AND  BREEOINQ. 

.Most  of  the  large  duck-brtHders  use  young  ducks  and  yoiniK  drakes  for  breeding 
purposes,  principally  because  the  ducks  lay  early  in  the  wI.iI.t.  The  earlier  duck- 
lings  are  hatched,  the  larger  the  profits.  In  using  young  stock  for  bree<llng  p  rpoge« 
great  pains  must  be  taken  In  seeing  that  only  the  strongest  and  largi-st  stock  Is 
selected. 

The  ducklings  hatchwl  In  March  are  selected  at  aliout  six  or  seven  \  i-- 
and  are  from  then  on  turned  out  on  free  range.  If  possltrte.    In  choosli 
ducks  and  drakes  with  the  broadest  backs  .ind  breasts,  medium  leiiRth        „.  I 

large  frames  are  desired. 

A  good  plan,  after  selection,  Is  to  drive  the  du.-ks  for  some  distance  ^^KMl 

pace  along  a  lane  or  road.  Very  s^wn  the  weakest  will  stagger  and  flap  their  wings 
These  can  be  picked  up  and  remove«l  on  return  of  the  driver.  This  Is  the  method 
adopted  by  the  largest  durk-raiser  In  the  Cnlted  States,  and  he  Informed  the  writer 
some  years  ago  that  It  was  a  very  satisfactory  plan. 

Among  the  large  breeders  who  cater  to  the  early  spring  market,  the  breeding 
ducks  are  taken  In  from  range  about  the  beginning  of  Xovemher.  and  ix>nm>d  up 
and  fed  a  laying  ration.  A  good  ratlo.i  Is  enunl  parts  by  bulk  of  bran,  white 
middlings,  and  corn-meal.  10  to  12  per  cent,  of  beef-scraps,  and  about  an  equal  part 
of  boiled  vege  abes  (n.angolds.  eabbage,  „r  potatoes).  Hopper  of  grit  and  shell 
are  nmh.!  and  plenty  of  drlnklng-wnter.  Mtter  should  be  kept  as  dry  as  ,>ossible. 
and  if  procurable  should  consist  of  planer  shavings  or  sawdust.  A  small  run  Is 
requlre<l  for  e.xenlse  and  to  strengthen  fertility.  .VlK,ut  one  drake  to  five  ducks  Is 
.sufficient,  and  as  many  as  twenty  or  thirty  ducks  may  be  run  In  n  pen.    Later  In

The  runs  should  not  Ik"  larise  If  the  b«>Ht  results  are  exiavted.  The  run  should, 
however,  be  large  enoui;li  to  allow  the  yoniiK  Bt<H'k  reasonable  exercise.  Yards  thut 
are  too  small  will  soon  sive  the  dui'klliiKs  a  set-back  In  growth,  and  will  also  spread 
roup  or  leg-weakness  If  damp  or  dirty.  A  temimrary  run  can  be  made  of  1-  x  12-lucli 
boards  staked  to  the  ground,  or  2-Inch  uwh  wire  netting  2  feet  high  r  kes  excellent 
fencing  material.  I-ath  or  1-  x  2-Inch  stake.i  2%  fwt  long  shimld  be  stapled  to  the 
wire  and  sharpened  at  one  end.    The  sticks  tdiould  be  about  4  to  0  feet  apart.    These
